Mr. Churchill, it appears, is the 
head of a group in the Govern- 
ment who think that Bolshevism 
should be smashed in the interests 
of human society, that the place to 
smash it is in Russia, and that the 
time to do it is now.

This, according to the Paris dis- 
patch, is “‘divergent’’ from the 
views and policy of Lloyd George,

The statement of the war of-| 
fice was published without his 
knowledge and consent, and is evi-| 
dently to be supposed to be suffi- 
ciently and permanently ‘‘squelch- 
ed’’ by his repudiation of it. 

This Paris announcement thus 
developes Mr. Lloyd George’s Rus- 
sian policy a further step. That 
he has been resolutely minded to 
interfere no further with the oper- 
ations of Trotsky he made known 
long ago. He is also, it appears, 
of the opinion that the news 
should be so censored or suppress- 
ed that the British public would) 
be kept in ignorance of the peril 
in which the Empire is being} 
placed by those operations and his 
acquiescence in them.
